ders crept into the Church, to depoſe many 
ambitious and p2zowde Popes, and place 
better in thepꝛ rome. And he that denteth 
this, denpeth the Sunne to ſhyne at noone 
dapes. And as this Lawe hath thus 
w:oughtheretofoze: ſo when it lyghteth 
in a god ſppꝛite, J am (ure it wyll do the 
like heereafter. It wpl mone a godly Magt- 
ſtrate to haue his cheefeſt care to maintain 
Religien, and to ſuppꝛellc ſuperſtition, 
And ſuch is Gods righfeous iudgement, 
that whoſoener ſhal do the contrarp, J am 
ſure his oon conſcience wyl cõdemne him 
ſelfe.
